Grangers, Thursday, to listen to an ad
dress of the Gnmd Master of the
Order, was, notwithstanding the pres
sure of farm work, a large gathering
of the most intelligent farmers in the
count.

It was a comprehensive
statement, clearly and succinctly made,
of the origin and aims of the Orange
movement. It showed conclusively
why the agriculturist should under-

take to release himself from the fetters
which the trade monopolist, through a
disastrous experience of many years,
had succeeded in riveting around
him ; and to seek in liberal commer-
cial enterprises the most effectual co-

adjutor the farmer could know. Mr.
Jones gave particular attention to the
plan of devised by the
Grange. The successful inaugura-
tion of this "plan of dealing had
saved .thousands of dollars to the
working classes. It had done more,

perhaps, to relieve the farmer from ex-

orbitant trade impositions than any
other device that could be put on foot
The Co-operati- Store was the es-

pecial object of Mr. Jones praises. He
looked upon it as an indispensable
auxiliary to the producer in his great
battle against combinations which fetter
his industry and repress his energies.
Theco-operativ-e plan of trade, taken in

conjunction with theadoption of the co-

operative system of international com-

mercial venture involving the essential
requisites of cheap transportation and
convenient markets, was the key
which would eventually place the hus-

bandmen in a position to measurably
influence and control the trade of the
country at least so far as it related to
the products of agriculture. The
American Grange was now acting is
harmony with the labor movement of
Great Britain, and together they were
working out a plan of international
transportation, which, whatever else

may be said of it, will assuredly secure
to the farmer and producer an exempt-
ion from the grinding tolls now levied
by the middleman and commission

merchant on the one side and the rail-

road monopolist on the other. These

' By the close of the week, it the

weather keeps fair, a large proportion
of the wheat crop of this county will

be harvested, and farmers will be able
to take better care of their corn. It
is hardly reasonable to suppose, how-

ever, that the brilliant anticipations
heretofore indulged in concerning an
extraordinary yield in wheat will be
realized. The weather for the last
few weeks has been especially unfavor
able for growing crops of all kinds,
and wheat has suffered with the rest.
The recent storms have probably done
more damage than at present is be-

lieved possible. In such weather
the best crops suffer the most. Where
the wheat is thick and the stand is

good, the tendency to lodge is much

freater than where the stalks are wide

apart and the growth is thin. But
the most serious inconvenience will be
experienced in the harvest. The in-

cessant rains have rendered the soil

soft and yielding, and machines are
liable to. mire. In that case wheat
will have to be cut by hand, and the
harvest will extend over a period that
will render it liable to all sorts of

.weather. These, however, are
cultk that may not be encountered,
and everything may turn out better
than anticipate.

Before anything can be done to

wards cleansing the corn of the rank
growth of grass that naa taken pos--

session of nearly everv field in this
county, a week of continuous dry
weather is indespensable. At present
the corn fields are little better than a
loplolly and plowing is entirely out of
tLe question.

The practice has obtained among
the faraera of this county, of late
years, of laying of their corn lands to
be plowed only one way. Iu good

aessons the plan works well and large
yields nch larger indeed than the
reverse ssethod would occasion is the
resalL But in wet seasons the diffi

culties which the rank growth of grass
occasions are almost insurmountable.

and the soil will reject the plow more
frequently than aider the old rule ol

preparing the land for the plow both
ways.
